FINDS IN BULKLEY 

LAN D OF PROMISE 

Surveyor Grey Presents Report Which Removes all Doubt 
About Wealth of Valley- Advent of Railway 
Should Cause Stampede. 




"Some scepticism prevails in respect 
to the agricultural possibilities of tbo 
i Bulkley Valley and other talked of 
portions of the northern Interior of 
British Columbia," remarked C. M. 
Gray, is. c. L. s., who spent the past 
summer In that country with the pro- 
vincial government's survey party. He 
asserts that the statements of a 
derogatory character which have b 
made by those who claim to have in- 
spected that country aro entirely with- 
out foundation. For stock-raising and 
general agricultural pursuits, Jlr. Gray 
says, h would be hard to find finer 
tracts of land. What timber there Is 
consists principally of light poplar, 
exceedingly easy to clear. The soil Is 
fertile and the natural growth of 
grasses luxuriant. Ho claims that in 
the Bulkley Valley alone 11 would be 
possible to find room fur no less than 
10(1, 000 settlers, and each ot that num- 
ber could be given a homestead suffi- 
ciently large to ensure a comfortable 
Income, 

Mr. Cray submitted the appended 
brief but Interesting statement, which 
embodied the results of the investiga- 
tions in which In: has been engaged 
during the past few months: 

"About 12,000 acres of Bulkley Valley 



land was surveyed In township S, some 
of which has been applied for, hut a 
large area is still open. In Township 
!) there arc about tiOOO acres available 
(or settlement, and south of Township 
!l about 10, OOtl acres, 'The clearing, us 
a rule. Is not heavy, and Open patches 
occur occasionally. 

"The country is well watered, and 
a | potatoes and all kinds of root crops 
en , grow splendidly; also barley and oats. 
The land Is timbered principally with 
poplar, spruce, willow, black pine, bal- 
sam, etc. 

"In the summer months the feed for 
cattle Is luxuriant, consisting of grass, 
pea-vine, fire-weed and other vetches. 
The summer frosts are felt to a cer- 
tain extent, but when mo. country is 
cleared and cultivated more, these 
will eventually disappear. 

"At present the means of trans- 
portation are somewhat limited, but 
with the advent of the railway the 
northern country, from Tele Jaime 
Pass right through to the Skeenu 
River, will eventually be one of the 
finest portions of the province for 
agricultural pursuits. If the settlers 
wilt put up with some discomforts and 
lack of transportation for a short time, 
as all the old pioneers had to do for 
years, they will reap a rich jewurd."

"I have much pleasure in moving this 
resolution." 

Mrs. Cooper seconded the resolution 
with a few earnest words deprecating 
the argument that such a license was 
financially desirable. Th object of the 
fair was to stimulate industry, and 
healthy competition, and to promote art, 
and agriculture; all of which objects 
were most certainly impaired and in- 
jured by the use of strong drink. 

The discussion showed Hint it wns not 
usual to allow bars, on such occasions, 
in Ontario, Nova Scotia, and other en- 
lightened communities, and a recommen- 
lation was passed to investigate the 
matter, and to ascertain, if possible, 
where the responsibility rests. 
The resolution carried. 

Purity in the Schools 
Resolution VMI, presented by the exe- 
cutive, was taken up next, owing to the 
presence of Dr. Ernest Hall, "who hud 
been invited to speak to the motion. 

Itesulved, that the Local Council of 
Women views with approval the initiative 
taken in the teaching of purity in the 
schools and recommends that the pupils 
be regularly instructed in the same. 

Mrs. W. Jenkins moved the resolution 
and introduced Dr. Hull, who said that 
lie had been urged to speak on this sub- 
ject and that he bad accepted as a mat- 
ter of his conscious duty to the commun- 
ity, rather than as a pleasure: for the 
difficulties in dealing with it — were ob- 
vious. Dr. Hull said he spoke, not only 
for himself, but for a society lately 
formed, called the "A'mcrican Society of 
Sanitary and (Moral Progress,"' with 
which are associated many noble name 
both lay, and clerical. Courageously and 
deliberately, the speaker wrought a ter- 
rible arraignment against permitted, sub- 
soeial, conditions, and the wilful ignor- 
ance, and indifference displayed concern- 
ing them. 

The medical profession, ever on the 
lookout from the watch towers of human 
experience, knows well the true secret of 
that evil which accounts for fifty per 
cent of the inmates of our asylums, and 
twenty to fifty per cent of our hospitals; 
the infernal nioloch of sextual immorality 
that, under a hundred different names, is 
decimating society, and which more 
loathsome even than leprosy, is caus- 
ing, through dissipation and disease, a 
most fearful "squaring of our accounts" 
with nature, by degeneration and death! 
a clearer understanding, he said, must 
and can come, only through proper In- 
struction, and intelligent exposure. The 
truth never hurts, it is concealment, and 
Ipilf-truth lluit hurts, and. when once un- 
derstood, and fairly expressed, with force, 
and. .reason, .conditions of health . and 
amendment become possible. Rut rjues- 
lions of sucu._iaimensc ..importance, cnti 
only he handled by what may be sug- 
gested ns n co-operative system of edu- 
cation — and instruction, 'flip words of 
Hint sage, who knew almost as much 
about human problems as we do today, 
may he taken equally by ourselves as n 
criticism, nnrl a warning. '"Ye simple' 
ones, how long will ye love simplicity, 
anil fool's hate knowledge." <i is pos- 
sible to he too simple; iuih much of 
the evil, ami the crime in the .vorld may 
lie traced to this initial defect, and then, 
when young men. aye anil young women 
Is | too, seek a place for reponfunoe, i' ran- 
n> not be found; though they seek it bitter- 
ly and with tears. Nature and juclg- 
uienl have then to he reckoned with ac- 
cording to I hose eternal "laws which 
may not he broken." 

Dr. Hall concluded by expressing a 
hope thai Hie whole evil would someday 
be regulated, and placed under the sup- 
ervision ,,f the hoard of health and edu- 
cation. Meanwhile, he urged, with much 
dignity and feeling, a proper investiga- 
tion, and adoption of such menus us 
would secure iho instruction, the pro- 
lection and Hie moral and physical health 
of i he I'm ore generations. 

A cordial vote of thanks was ten- 
dered io Dr. Hall and passed unanimous- 
ly. The Rev. <;. K. Ii. Adams also 
ke forcibly upon this subject. Miss

an amendment was Suggested to invite 
very careful police inspection of steam 
ships running between neighboring ports 
and Victoria.

The reports of general affiliated socie- 
ties were next received as follows:

The Rev. Dr. Cnmpbell addressed the 
meeting and while he congratulated the 
council on the scope and variety of Its 
undertakings, he gave a timely Warning 
not to attempt too much collateral work 
at the expense of its more dignified nnd 
graver missions ami of its "central oner- 
»'•" 

Sanitary Inspection 

The remaining resolutions were then 
presented as follows: 



Resolution IX.— Proposed by the ex- 
ecutive: 

Whereas, in other places women, as 
sanitary inspectors, have proved most 
competent and satisfactory, and believ- 
ing that increased efficiency would be 
secured thereby, 

iResolved, that the Local Council of 
Women cull the attention of the civic 
authorities to this matter with a view 
to the additional appointment of a wo- 
man. 

Mrs. Justin Gilbert, speaking to this 
resolution said that she thought the chan- 
nel open to women in this regard lay In 
a more thorough inspection of ventila- 
tion and sanitary conditions in factories 
and workrooms and poor localities. Car- 
ried. 

Proprietary Medicines 

Resolution X. — iPruposed by Hie ex- 
ecutive: 

Resolved, that a petition be presented 
to Hie legislative assembly of the prov- 
ince of British Columbia praying, 

•(I) That every container of a proprie- 
tary medicine be labeled so as to show 
the nature and quantity of the various 
ingredients of which the medicine is 
composed. 

(-) That every medicine designated as 
poison in the Pharmacy Act be labeled 
"poison." 

(,'!) That every container of a pro- 
prietary medicine, one ingredient of 
which i.s alcohol, shall be labeled so ns 
to show the quantity of alcohol. 

Mrs. W. Grant, made an earnest 
plea, against the indiscriminate use of al- 
cohol and for the entire boycott of all 
such patent medicines as did not bear 
a label stating the contents and propor- 
tions of the ingredients. She cited such 
eminent authorities as iLord Lister and 
Sir Victor Horsley, men of vast profes- 
sional experieuc? and undoubted integ- 
rity, as declaring against the medical 
value of alcohol, and gave some terri- 
ble statistics showing that many of the 
most popular of patent medicines con- 
tained something like 50 per rent of al- 
cohol, or that would be considered by 
the medical faculty, a poisonous allow- 
ance of morphine. 

Doctor Pagan also spoke on this sub- 
ject, saying that, after years of im- 
portunity, the Dominion government 
were about to introduce legislation reg- 
ulating the evil. The provincial govern- 
ment had also promised supplementary 
attention. He said that the most popu- 
lar patent medicines were merely decep- 
tions upon the innocent public, and that 
the use of them wrought about exactly 
the same effect and results as does the use 
of bad whiskey! Children die in incred- 
ible numbers, from many so-called "sed- 
atives" and "cough mixtures." Another 
evil that of "headache" remedies, was 
productive or more heart disease and 
sudden deaths than the public is at all 
aware of. There are numerous statis- 
tics to cover these assertions, and "the 
doctor congratulated the council upon 
having seriously taken up this matter 
for reform. In reply to a question from 
the Bishop of Columbia, it was stated 
that a law does exist, prohibiting the 
sale of morphine, or the use of it in gen- 
eral prescriptions, but that, like many 
other evils, "custom" and "privilege" had 
"snowed It under." 

The resolution carried. 

Boys and Firearms 
Resolution X'L- — Proposed by the 
Mother's Club: 

Resolved, that boys under sixteen 
years of age should not be allowed to 
carry firearms. 

Mrs. Wall moved that this would pro- 
tect the community against many acci- 
dents and also the wanton destruction 
of bird and animal life. Carried. 
Cruelty to Animals 
Resolution XI I. — Proposed by the ex- 
ecutive: 

Resolved, that the Local Council of 
Women protest against the exhibition of 
unwonted cruelly to animals as prac- 
ticed at the annual fair and use its in- 
Miiencc to prevent a recurrence of the 
sa me. 

Miss Crease in moving this rcsolntiou, 
stnled Hint to her mind, education was 
the most important .subject for it affect- 
ed almost everything and ilia I education 
must he carried out through all commun- 
ity interests and amusements. The ag- 
ricultural fair is a means of promoting 
iiiany forms of interest am] activity. She 
protested therefore, against such an oc- 
casion being used for an exhibition of un- 
necessary brutality, causing not only 
milch . suffering to the animals them- 
selves. but feelings (if horror and dis- 
tress to many who witnessed Hie same. 

Mrs. Toller invited n large attendance 
nt the approaching annual meeting on 
Friday evening nexl of the K. I'. ('. A. 
when further suggestions for the sup- 
pressing of all such cruelty may oppor- 
lutiely be discussed. 

The Rev. W. Buttgli Allen addressed 
Ihc meeting in Hie interests nf our poor, 
ilnnib friends." He said liorsebroaking 
is a necessity and as such, a "line art" 
when carried on as a business — is justi- 
fiable as are indeed many operations 
which are nevertheless not subjects for 
indecent display, or unmanly sport. In 
this regard such an exhibition us "hroa- 
cho-biister" as an attraction at Iho fair, 
was greatly to lie deplored. The resolu- 
tion carried. 

In this connection il was asked wheth- 
er the council could enter a protest 
against the coming "prize light" an- 
nounced for Kebrnnr.v next, Ii was de- 
cided thai this rpiestion he referred lo 
the regular council meeting in January. 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society 
Resolution X 1 1 L— 'Proposed by the 
Anti-Tuberculosis society: 

Resolved, that the r^cnl Council of 
Women heartily endorse the work of the 
\nli-Tnhereulo.sis Sociely mid commend 
il lo the affiliated societies for their 
hearty support and co-operation. 



iMrs. Roche . Robertson gave a clear 
and concise account of the work and 
aims of this society and of the untiring ef- 
forts of Dr. pagan for the establish- 
ment of both sanitarium and mainten- 
ance fund for the same. She asked for 
the united support and help of the Local 
Council of Women. 

Dr. Pagan gave u heartstirring address 
insisting upon the' duty of every individ- 
ual in this regard, and appealing strong- 
ly against indifference and indolence. He 
begged for a wider personal sympathy, 
and above all, that a larger number of 
the active workers among the women of 
Victoria should attend the regular meet- 
ings of the Anti-Tuberculosis Society 
during the coming year, Stitch great at- 
tention and sympathy were evinced dur- 
ing Dr. Pagan's address, that it may be 
assumed he will find all he desires in the 
future. 

Grass and Gravel Pits 

'Resolution XLV. — 'Proposed by the 
Victoria Hive, Xo. T, Ladies of the Mac- 
cabees; 

Whereas pedestrians are greatly an- 
noyed by the obnoxious growth of grass 
nnd other weeds which are allowed to 
grow on the streets of the city, and the 
same so^ greatly detracts from the ap- 
pearance of the city to tourists coming 
in, 

Resolved, that the Local Council of 
Women urge upon the city council the 
advisability of having the said grass and 
weeds removed. 

Resolution XV. — Proposed by the 
Mother's Club: 

Whereas the gravel pits at Spring 
Ridge are a source of danger to those 
living in the neighborhood, especially 
young children, 

Resolved, that the Local' Council of 
Women use its influence to have them 
protected and thereby prevent the pos- 
sibility of serious accident. 

These resolutions all carried. 

Dr. Pagan was accorded a standing 
vote of thanks. 

Final Business 

Pinal business before the meeting in- 
cluded a motion to change the dale of 
the annual meeting to the second Mon- 
day in November, a change which was 
passed with acclamation. The president 
proposed :

Alberta to the west coiist of Vancouver 
Islnud by way of Seymour Narrow*. 
When drafted, this will be presented for 
approval and forwurded forthwith to 
the proper authorities nt Ottawa. 

T. C Korby drew attention to the ef- 
forts being mude towards the improve- 
ment of the harbor by the newly-organ- 
ized Inner Harbor association. He re- 
quested that sunie financial aid be grunt- 
ed. Secretary El worthy was instructed 
to reply to the effect that the board was 
not in a position to act upon the sug- 
gestion. 

The committee on transportation sub- 
mitted a report slating that the mem- 
bers were unable lo pass an opinion up- 
on the complaint of the Kamloops Board 
of Trade, Hint the express rales aro ex- 
cessive. They explained that they hud 
no data ns to the rntes paid or the 
charges upon similar products from other 
parts of ibe province. This will be com- 
municated by Secretary Khvorlby to ilic 
Knmloops Board of Trade. 

The report of H. P. Bell upon the 
project for the bridging of Seymour 
Narrows being dealt with, in the en- 
suing discussion it was pointed out that 
ir wns simply a preliminary estimate 
based upon information acquired some 
thirty years ago. 

.Messrs. Shnlleross and Iaigrin -wore 
appointed a committee to prepare n reso- 
lution requesting the Dominion govern- 
ment to vote the necessary funds for nil 
exhaustive exploration and survey of 
the most feasible railway route from 
the plains of Alberta to nn ocean port 
on Hi" west, const of Vnneniiver Island 
via ihc Seymour Nnrrows, these waters 
to be spanned by n bridge. This will be 
drafted and submitted at lho nexl gpu- 
oral meeting of Hie Board of Trade to 
be held on Thursday evening. If en- 
dorsed, it will be transmitted to the fed- 
eral authorities.

IRON BOUNTIES. 

! In his •••tariff speech, the Minister of 
Finance dwealt with the subject of 
ibonntiesvon Iron. The substance of the 
proposal, -which ho has submitted to 
Parliament, is Hint there shall be n 
hoiuxly of '."iC.lO per ton nn iron made 
from n;i live- ore, and $1.10 per ton on 
iron made from foreign ore, for two 
years from January 1 next. In 100!) 
the bounties will lie $1.70 and 70 cents, 
respectively, and in 1010, 00 cents and 
40 cents, respectively. This is sufficient- 
ly liberal treatment, so far as establish- 
ed plants are concerned, but it is hardly 
jnst; in the Pacific Coast, where as yet 
an) iron smelting furnaces have been erect- 
ed. Until the Minister made his speech 
no one in this part of the Dominion bad 
nuy reason to expect that the bounties 
would bo revived, and hence no prepar- 
ations wore made by any one to take 
advantage of them. Mr. Fielding will 
not need to he told that it is impossible 
to gel an iron furnace in operation on 
this coast in time to take advantage of 
the new bounty Cor several months to 
come. Hence his bounty plan will give 
a premium to 'Eastern plants over any 
that' may be put up here. We submit 
for his consideration that he might prop- 
erly vary the incidence of the bounty so 
US lo extend as nearly as possible equal 
treatment to both coasts of the Domin- 
ion, and encourage the installation of 
works here* early in the new year. The 
Colonist listin a position lo say that only 
:i very moderate variation of his pro- 
posals will lead lo such a result. 

We sHKS"JSl that the government 
might very 'well provide that so far as 
the Pacific Coast is corcerned, the be- 
ginning of the bounties should be some 
date later ■'than January 1. say, July 1, 
and that, in order to put a Western 
furnace upon something like an equal- 
ity witli those in the East in the matter 
of encouragement at the outset, it might 
lie provided thai for the firsl year the 
bounty on iron made from native ores 
by furnaces in British Columbia should 
la- $3.00 on a lixed output. Thus it 
might be provided somewhat us follows: 
OFor all iron made in British Columbia 
from native ores, "$3.00 per ton up to 100 
tons daily output, and $12.10 per ton for 
all in excess of that output for one year 
from July 1. 1907, and from and after 
that the same as proposed in his speech, 
.with an extension of six months in each 
case. With some knowledge of what 
would be regarded sufficient inducement 
lo secure the erection of at least one iron 
furnace immediately, we ask the Min- 
ister to give these suggestions his best 
consideration. 

. 'The Colouisl invites the co-operation 
of the members for Vancouver Island in 
nn effort to secure such a measure of as- 
sistance as will lead to the establishment 
of this very important industry here. It 
is not easy lo suggest anything that will 
mean more' to the Island. The plant 
which we have in mind would probably 
))i.' located elsewhere than in Victoria, 
and k would In; the renin- of an entire- 
ly new community. We submit that in 
all fairness the exceptional aid suggested 
ought to lie grnnted. The iron smelting 
phials in the East bad the advantage of 
a bounty of $4.00 per ton. and il would 
not I"' unfair to ask a similar bounty 
l > iron made here. There would be no 
unfairness in extending to plants on this 
feast a higher measure of assistance 
than is grained to established concerns 
in the biasl, lor the reason that the 
product of the furnaces would not, at 
least during the first year, come into 
competition with each oilier. 

COAST PROTECTION. 

The Tbiips last evening printed a list 
of public tt'iirks that hail been under- 
taken by the Heparin] cut of Marine and 
(Fisheries for the protection of the West 
C'oahI of Vancouver Island and oilier 
points on l the British Columbia shore 
line. It appears I hut there was some 
correspondence between Mr. McBridc 
and the Minister of Marine and Fisher- 
ies in regard to the construction of a 
road or trail to permit of » coast pa- 
trol. The ICXl of the letters them- 
selves is not given, bill a part of one of 
Dir. 'Mcliride'.s letters is quoted, in which 
ho is represented as saving that the pro- 
posed road or trail would be useful only 
for lifosaving purposes, ami I he opinion 
is expressed that owing to the rough na- 
ture of the cn.isi it is Questionable if n 
road can be constructed near enough to 
the shore Lo be of any value in case of 
shipwreck. \\'e do not sec how this ex- 
pression of iMr. 'MdBride's opinion alters 
the case in any degree whatever, and we 
are unable to sec why it is necessary lo 
drag Mr. iMeBriuVn name into the dis- 
cussion at nil, for be is in no way 
charged wilh the investigation or decision 
of .such matters. 

The information imparled by Mr. Bro- 
deur was brought out in reply to ques- 
tions put by 'Mr. Ralph Smith, which 
seem to have been designed to make out 
some kind of a case in defence of the 
department's inaction. Apparently IMr. 
Smith was more anxious lo shield Mr. 
IMrotlr-ur. whose business il is to at- 
tend lo such matters, and lo throw blame 
upon Mr. McBnde for a matter with 
which lie has nothing whatever to do, 
thai to advance the protection of the 
coast. However all this is now past and 
gimp; and we need nut discuss an}- fur- 



ther the necessity for the work or the 
attitude of (he Dominion government to- 
wards it, for word has been received by 
the Board of Trade from 'Mr. Tomple- 
man to the effect that u sum would be 
placed in the estimates to provide the 
proposed road or trail. This ought to 
have been done a year ago, but it is 
satisfactory to know that it has been 
done at Inst. But the department ought 
to go further. The money ought to be 
made available so that work can be be- 
gun immediately. We observe that the 
estimates to be voted arc for the fiscal 
year ending March 31st, 1908, and there- 
fore we assume that any money voted 
nt the present session of Parliament will 
not be available until after April 1st 
next. But the exploratory work for the 
trail can be begun sooner than that, and 
it would be a very excellent thing if 
parties could be along the coast during 
the remainder of the winter months. 
They would serve in some measure the 
purposes of a coast patrol. We are very 
glad that this valuable work is to be un- 
dertaken, und we shall be equally pleased 
if Col. Anderson will look upon the 
matter hereafter through the spectacles 
of the minister. 



RAIL TO THE MAINLAND. 

iMr. A. Williamson Taylor, formerly of 
Victoria, now of Edmonton, tells the 
Times thai the construction of a number 
of bridges lo connect Vancouver Island 
and the Mainland is neither wise nor 
feasible. Possibly IMr. Taylor is an auth- 
ority on Hint point, and possibly he is 
not. We are glad to see, however, that 
he says the Edmonton people will join 
with Victoria in urging the establish- 
ment of ferries necessary to give a route 
from the first named city to a port on 
the Wesi coast. This is (]uitc .satis- 
factory as far as it goes. It will take 
some time to build the requisite bridges, 
and in I he meautime ferries can do a 
great deal of business. The Colonist 
lias never taken an attitude hostile to 
the utilization of the water stretches, 
but has always admitted I heir great 
value. It happens to know, however, 
Hint on one of the visits of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler to this const he crossed the 
Gulf to Vancouver in company with n 
gentleman, who now holds a very prom- 
inent place in British Columbia. The 
latter spoke of connection between the 
Island and the Mainland, and said thai 
it could be maintained by ferries; but 
Sir Wilfrid replied that what was need- 
ed was a series of bridges and that these 
would come. Vet as we have said, it 
will take a long time to build the 
bridges, wdiile the routes for Hie ferries 
are already available. Therefore if the 
people of Edmonton are correctly repre- 
sented by 'Mr. Taylor, und all thai they 
are willing to help us secure just now 
is a ferry connection, so far as the Col- 
onist is concerned it will welcome their 
assistance to that extent, with the hope 
that later they will see their way clear 
to join with us in contending for the 
bridges. 

Supposing that this is the decision j 
reached, so anxious are we to see prompt 
action taken along some line, that vvc 
would be quite content for the present 
lo confine our efforts to bringing a line 
to the coast at the mouth of Bute Inlet, 
trusting to the operation of this lo dem- 
onstrate the additional value (hat a se- 
ries of bridges would he to the whole of 
Canada. Of course no such decision has 
been readied, but il" the people of Ed- 
monton would join with those of Vic- 
toria in bringing pressure to bear upon 
the Dominion govern in en I to secure the 
building of a railway lo the Mainland 
terminus of the proposed bridges, ii 
might be well for us to concentrate our 
efforts upon that for the present.

was passed during the premiership of 
•Mr. Turner, eighteen creameries have 
been established. Some of those oper- 
ate on a large scale, distributing as 
much as ?."i0,000 antiially among 
their patrons, Altogether they pay 
out close to .^oO.O.OOO a year to those 
farmers who supply them with milk. 
This is a very satisfactory showing, but 
it by no means represents, the total pro- 
lit derived by the patrons of the cream- 
eries, because it necessarily lakes no ac- 
count of the by-products of dairy farm- 
ing, which, under judicious manage- 
ment, may well equal in value the direct 
profit. 

As fur the outlook for the business, 
the statistics presented in another col- 
umn afford all the argument that is 
necessary. At present there is a home 
market for -over 2,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter annually, and Hie demand will in- 
crease with great rapidity. A very great 
effort will have to be put forth by cream- 
cries and private dairies to keep pace 
with the growth of the market, not to 
speak of supplying the deficiency in the 
home product. No one need fear, there- 
fore, of having to look for a market for 
all the good butter that can lie pro- 
duced in this province. Today there is a 
shortage in the Victoria market of the 
best brands, and the same is probably 
true of other places. 

As to the possibilities of the province 
in regard to the production, any esti- 
mate must necessarily only be nn ap- 
proximation. Mr. ]•'. M. Logan, a copy 
of whose report to the Minister of 
Finance and Agriculture is reproduced 
in this issue, says that the province can 
easily produce $2,000,000 worth, and we 
may safely add to this another $1,000,- 
000 for the by-products, which woul 
make the butter-making industry worth 
$3,000,000 to the farmers, without tak- 
ing into account the enhanced fertility 
of their fields due to the keeping of 
large herds of dairy cattle. But Mr. 
Logan does not pretend to have covered 
the whole province in his observations, 
and as a mutter of fact no one could do 
so. His rough estimate will serve to 
give an idea of wdiat we may look for- 
ward to, and all the fads combine to 
make up an exceedingly attractive out 
look.

It is 
very satisfactory to know that there is 
probably room, in the country that will 
be directly tributary to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, for an agricultural population 
fully equal to the present population of 
the whole province. This great fact is 
a new demonstration of the importance 
lo Victoria of rail connection with the 
Mainla nd. 



DAIRYING. 

Elsewhere are some facts relating lo 
dairying in British Columbia, and we 
wish to direct special attention to three 
mutters in connection therewith. The 
first is the very liberal assistance given 
by the government of the province lo 
co-operative creameries; the second is 
the great progress that has taken place 
in this industry since (his aid was pro- 
vided for. and the third is the large 
opening existing in British Columbia for 
dairy products. The subject is one of 
very great importance, especially in 
view of the attention that British Colum- 
bia is now receiving from intending set- 
tlers from the Coiled Kingdom and 
elsewhere. Dairying is an exceedingly 
profitable industry, when il is carried on 
so as lo lake advantage of all the lines 
of work to which il is the key, and if 
il becomes generally known that 
province offers exceptional facilities for 
engaging in it, that fact, taken in con- 
nection with our demonstrated value as 
a fruit-growing country, ought to secure 
a large number of the best class of set- 
tlers. 

Tin- assistance given by the provin- 
cial government is in the form of a loan, 
and lu secure this loan, -a co-operative 
company must lie formed, with a sub- 
scribed capital, uulllcicnt, if fully paid 
up, to acquire a she and to erect and 
thoroughly equip an efficient creamery 
of a capacity lo use the milk of .'100 
cows. Fifty per colli of the capiiu! 
stock must be paid up, and contracts for 
the milk of at least oOO cows must lie 
obtained, and thereupon, if in Ihe opin- 
ion of the Department the district is 
suitable for the establishment of a co- 
operative dairy, the government will 
loan a sum equal to one-half the actual 
cost of the creamery building, plant und 
fixtures, but not to exceed $2,000 to any 
one company, and Ihe loans must not 
aggregate more than $15,000 at any one 
time. This provision limiting the total 
of Ihe loans will probably be varied if 
necessity arises. The loans hear interest 
at per cent per annum, and are repay- 
able in 80 •yearly instalments, the firsl in- 
stalment to be paid at the expiration of 
throe years from the dale of the loan. 
This is very liberal aid, and ought to 
stimulate the establishment of all ihe 
creameries required to meet the dc> 
mauds of the province.

F. M. Logan, dairy inspector in the 
service of the Department of Agricul- 
ture of the federal government, who has 
been engaged in a special capacity by 
the provincial government for a limited 
period, has forwarded the following self- 
explanatory report to Hon. K. U. TuL- 
law, minister of agriculture: 
Department jf Agriculture, 

Victoria, Nov. '11, 1900. 
lion. 1!. G. Tallow, Minister ol Agricul- 
ture, Victoria: 

Sir — lu compliance witli your request 
for a general report regarding the dairy 
industry of the province, I beg leave lo 
submit the following: 

1 find that butter is being made in 
eighteen different creameries; the cream- 
ery at Lumby and the Ford Saxon 
creamery, at Vancouver, began opera- 
lions for tile first time this season. Suiuo 
of these creameries ure doing a large 
business, distributing among their pa- 
trons over $30,000 per year. It is early 
in the season in predict, but 1 should 
not be surprised to see the entire output 
of the creameries tor this year reach 
the half-million mark. This is quite a 
sum, but only a small percentage of 
what will some day lie produced. All 
the laud along the lower Fraser, as well 
lis muny other parts of the coast, arc 
especially well suited for this industry, 
and as Ihe large farms become divided, 
and these districts supporting a larger 
population, the people will naturally turn 
from the selling of hay and grain, and 
produce more butter. This province 
could easily produce $2,000,000 worth, 
anil I do not think il will be many 
years before litis will be accomplished. 

The question of markets is one which 
need give the dairyman little worry. The 
average price in this province is as high 
as or higher than anywhere else in Am- 
erica, while a large amount has to lie 
imported to supply the home demand. 
Even willi an increased production, such 
as 1 have mentioned, we would still be 
unable to supply the demand, Willi our 
excellent grazing lauds and a good sup- 
ply of water, the quality of British Col- 
umbia butter should excel that of any 
other Canadian butter. There is, how- 
ever, great room for improvement in 
stable conditions, and care of the cream, 
before we can hope lo produce a perfect 
article. 

There are several other localities in 
tlie province where creameries could 
profitably he established, and some con- 
sideration has already been given the 
question, so I look for several new 
creameries within the next few years. 
Two cheese factories have been built 
near l.mipley Prairie this season, one 
of which has been in operation several 
months, and doing a good business. 

All things considered, the outlook for 
the dairy industry is good.

was an alphabetical system' more than 
Jifty years before It Is customary to 
po back to 1518 as an accurate starting- 
point. 

Charles II. raised the standard of 
the metal and in 1095 the new quality 
was Riven a new mark — Britannia, Hit- 
ting in mi oblong puriclieou, with n 
lion's head, craned. The standard was 
found to bo too soft for practical pur- 
pose, however, and in 1720 there was 
a return to the old, and present 
standard of metal, with the leopard's 
head and .Hon passant. Naturally, 
these Hrlttania pieces are rare. 

Makers began to use their private 
marks about 1303. At first they used 
the first two letters of the surname; 
about 1739 the Initials were i-ubstl- 
tutod. 

For example, prior ro this date Paul 
Lunierle's niark was La; afterward it 
became p. 

Thus, there were four marks on the 
silver up to 1784— leopard's head, lion, 
date letter anc> maker's mark. In 
HSt the sovereign's head was added— 
the governmental customs mark— 
making five punches in all. 

TAOre were changes made from time 
to hme in the fixed ball murks which 
iure worth nothing. For example, the 
leopard's bend was seen in n puncheon 
following its outlines until 1G7S, when 
It began to appear in a symmetrical 
shield of live sides. 

In 1K98 tile head was reduced some- 
what in size. In 1720 the leopard 
lost his heard and his shield became 
oblong, and in 1823 his crown was 
taken away from him. 

These were all London marks. 
There were in addition. provincial 
marks. The Edinburgh hall mark 
dates from 1547. It was u'triple tur- 
reted castle or tower. The standard 
mark was a thistle, which was sub- 
stituted for an assay master's Initials j 
in 1757. The dato letter i yules began j 
In Edinburgh In 1681.

livery mark on your old silver means 
something, and if you care to be sure 
about its age or maker a study of 
these marks ami the system is essen- 
tial. 

A record has been kept at Gold- 
smith's Hall. London, for five cen- 
turies of all annual date letters and 
of ths registered silversmiths and 
their private marks. * 
. In 1331 King Edwara III granted a 
charter to the Goldsmiths' Guild 
During the reign of Edward VI 1, the 
Goldjjmith's company or London, as It 
came to be known Invented and put 
into practice an alphabetical system of 
marks, changing euch year. There 
was similar codes in the provincial 
assay offices. 

The system Is one of the few be- 
quests of tlio middle ages, which have 
stood tlie test of time practically with- 
out change, says "Country Life in 
America." By the provisions of this 
system we have mil only a lasting 
index by which to judge tlie age of gold 
and silver, but wo have a guarantee 
of genuineness, 

Neither ilio date marks nor 
maker's are hall marks, properly 
speaking, though all marks In silver 
are commonly referee! to as hall 
marks. The true hall marks are tlie 
leopard and the lion. The leopard's 
bead'was used first, from 1300, and in 
1545 a lion passant was added. Those 
mirks were punched into the metal 
with a die. tlio animal appearing in 
a shield or oblong Held. 

Until 1550 a small crown appeared 
over the lion: from 1557 to 16S0 the 
puncheon followed the outline of the 
lion's body, after that the lion appeared 
on an oblong shield. 

These various forms nf the hall 
mark indicate certain b'road periods 
and are sometimes helpful In deter- 
mining the age of a piece of silver 
when the date mark is indistinct. 

The date, letter or year mark sys- 
tem seems to have Deen definitely 
settled about 1518, for although there 
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for those who wish to go Into it soil 
riusly. Different cities or balls hail 
different year murks. 1 deal only will' 
the London marks, as being by far 
the most important 

Each year had assigned to it a let- 
ter of the alphabet, which was stamped 
on every piece of silver made or sold in 
London I bill year. When the alphabet 
was used up they went back to A 
again, taking usually a slightly differ- 
ent form of letter. These alphabets 
stopped at the letter U, so that each 
of these cycles is an even twenty 
years in length. 

One way of counterfeit Iiir old silver 
is to make a perfect ropy of :i n old 
niece In some alloy and give It ;i 
thick coating of sliver bv the modem 
electroplate process. Such counterfeits 
are treated skilfully ball marks and all 
being reproduced. 

On the bottom or inside of the piece 
may sometimes be found granulated or 
crystalized surface left by this process, 
though these r>.re usually tooled over 
if in sight. Sometimes English hall 
marks have been cut from spoon or 
other small article of great age and 
transferred to a larger-piece of r mod- 
ern make.

GILDING A DOME. 

Boston State House Takes a Third of 
an Acre of Gold Leaf. 

The problem of regUdiug a dome may 
lie visualized by looking at a derby hal 
and Imagining thill a dozen nuts have the 
task of covering it ullli »\fliures of beat-- 
eu gold, each sininre. Heady lilting iis 
neighbors. 

Naturally, says the Boston Transcript, 
these miniature workmen will commence 
at the Ion, cautiously descending back- 
ward nud leaving behind them on the al- 
most Hat crown of the derby a plain of 
gold surprising to (lies and other onlook- 
ers. 

Then, from working on an almost Hut 
surface our industrious ants will find the 
derby gradually becoming more nml more 
precipitous until 1 lie descent is finally al- 
together perpendicular, and if their legs 
ami ideas of equilibrium were manlike 
instead of antlike they must inevitably 
fall "If on the table ami lie carried nwny 
in no ant ambulance. 

To make (lie tigure complete, therefore 
it would he necessary lo erect 11 minia- 
ture staging all 11 round the derby, to 
place in addition 1111 electric fan (repre- 
senting the activity of neighboring chim- 
neys) io draw his choir to the table and 
cier.v now and then envelop the scene of 
operations in a cloud of smoke. 

For tlie present regilding of the dome 
of the Huston Slate House eight pounds 
of gold must be hammered to the neces- 
sary thinness to provide the material 
1 with which to begin gilding, and gold 
leaf of the best quality sufficient to cover 

■ nearly 11 third of an acre must lie turn- 
! ed out to order. 

This gold arrived in Boston in ingots 

■ about six inches long, one inch wide and 
j one-eighth of an inch thick. One of these 
1 incuts, having been allowed for color, i.s 

first rolled nml annealed between 
j steel rollers urn il it becomes a Rolde'J 

ribbon eight yards long. This ribbon is 

then cut into 1200 squares, corresponding 
j 10 the Ullll leaves of tin' cntcb. which is 
I made in London of a peculiar killTl of 

paper that will stand continuous beating 
j and whoso composition is n trade secret. 
Beaten for three-quarters of an hour 

I between the leaves of the eiltell with a 
twelve or fourteen pound hummer, each 
square of gold spreads uniil it covers nine 
square inches, [inch of these squares is 

lent into four equal parts und these in- 
serted between the SHU leaves of the 
slioder. This is similar to the ciltcll, hut 
one inch wider .ami longer and made of 
tlie intestines of oxen. Here it is hnm- 
mcred for an hour with an eight pound 
hammer. 

Taken from the slioder the sheets arc 
ngnln cut into four aipinl parts and the 
original eight yards of ribbon have lie- 
come Ii, •_'()() pieces of thin gold, about live 
Inches square. 

Finally these squares, 11 thousand at 11 
time, are Inserted in a mould of .a thou- 
sand leaves of ox intestines (and here 
again the exact preparation of the five 
hundred intestines necessary lo make 11 
single mould is a trade secret), and grad- 
ually beaten to the required thinness. 

Taken from the mould tho lenves are 
trimmed by young women, handling 
them delicately witli wooden pincers, to 
squares nf three nud a half inches, twen- 
ty-five squares being inserted between 
(he. lenves of n small paper book, mid 
twenty of these books being combined in 

II pnek for the convenience of tlie work- 
men who are Inter to transfer the beaten 
gold lo its final position. 

In tlio case of the dome the nntire gild- 
ing will probably empty 2~?> packs, or. 
use up sumo 137,000 little squares of 
gold. This gold is of 2'.] curat quality, 
beaten to a thinness of one two hundred 
and forty thousandth part of an inch, 
and to cover the expense of tlie dome 
about £2,000 worth of it is necessary. 

To pay for the work of distributing 
this gold over tlie surface of the dome 
requires n little more Hum mint her ^2,- 
000, thus making the total cost of the 
embellishment something less than one 
mill apiece were it divided up among the 
inhabitants of Boston proper.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



Question Is Subject of Lengthy 
Discussion at Meeting of 
Musical Society 



At li meeting of the committee of the 
Victoria Musical society held oil Mon- 
day evening, the question of singing in 
the public schools of Yictoriu was Ihe 
.subject of a lengthy and interesting dis- 
cussion. Sir Alexander Mackenzie, pres- 
ident of the Uoyal Academy of .Music, 
when here in lUtia, expressed very much 
surprise that singing was not systemati- 
cally taught in the schools, and tuid) 
that Victoria was the only city he 
knew where such an omission would be 
tolerated. 

Al the. formation of the society this 
subject was embodied in the constitution 
as one of the objects of the society, and 
the members are thereby pledged to do 
all in their power lo bring Victoria into 
line in this respect with other cities ot 
•Canada ami the Old World. 

At the meeting on Monday it was 
pointed out Hint in Vancouver a super- 
visor id' singing was appointed sometime 
ago ai an annual salary of $1,200. There 
is also a project on foot to erect a large 
room or hall in which the children from 
all the schools can occasionally be as- 
sembled for massed singing. This is a 
system which has been ill vogue for 
many years in Knglnnd and the l.'uitcd 
Stales, and has done immense good for 
the cause of music ill those countries. 

As an outcome of the discussion the 
following formal resolution was passed: 
"That in Ihe opinion of litis meeting it 
would be advantageous to follow; the ex- 
ample of Vancouver in appointing a 
supervisor of singing In ihe public 
schools." 

All ihe associate and active members 
of Ihe society \v'M be asked to use their 
inlluence on behalf of those candidates 
for school trusteeship who are in favor 
of the object: and co-operation will be 
invited from the Ladies' Musical club, 
the Arion club, members of ihe city 
choirs ami everybody, in fact, wlm is in- 
terested in the musical growth of l lie 
city. 

The Musical society is rapidly winning 
the goodwill and success' which Ihe mag- 
nitude of its linden akings so richly de- 
serves. Although only recently placed 
ii)H)ii a permanent fouling, it was tem- 
porarily organized as far back as 1!N)2.

In common with all the other large 
cities of the Dominion, Victoria now has 
ii Cnuuilian club. At a meeting held in 
the city Imll hist evening, ill which were 
present some two score prominent citi- 
zens, n constitution was duly adopted, 
provisional officers elected, RUd the 
young club launched on its career. 

The (••institution adopted is, save for 
one or two minor points, Identical with 
that of the Canadian Club of Ottuwu — 
one of the most thriving hi Canada. Tlie 
aims of the club as set fortli in the con- 
stitution are "to foster patriotism b.i 
encouraging the study of the instiui- 
lions, history, arts, literature and re- 
sources of Canada, and to endeavor to 
unite Canadians in such work for the 
welfare of and progress of the Domin- 
ion as may lie desirable and expedient. ' 

The report embodying the constitution 
was presented to the meeting by .John 
.Nelson, who, with City Clerk \\. .1. 
Dowler and A. W. McCurdy, was ap- 
pointed sonic lime ago to look into tin 
Question of arranging a constitution for 
the club's provisional officers, Ui direct 
the infant organization until a regular 
can lie hold, were also mimed by the 
committee, the report being fully en-

Consumptive Sanitorium 

Building Fund 



One hundred thousand dollnrs (100,- 
000) asked for — fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) needed, to entitle committee 
to Hon. James Dunsmuir's grant of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.) 

Is a Consumptive Snnitorium needed'/ 
During tlie iuontli of September of this 
year a hoy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. Ho lived in a hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts as a 
laborer. As a result of his disease ho 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The deatli-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

Trie number of persons Invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times as great as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, wo have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British- Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousands of citizens who are in- 
capacitated by illness, and others we loso 
outright by death, through . this ono 
cause. — and that a preventable cause. 
Tills is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language* ■ { * 4 j , m s 
No fanciful theories, .untried method's, 
or mere experiments are proposed. Tho 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and- exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A. further advantage connected with 
such an institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, nfter treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care ho should exercise in 
his personal habits/; tho . necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about hirn which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contngion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium, not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because. or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes iu his family and general sur- 
roundings an educational inlluence inlin- 
. itely more effective than all the litbrn- 
i ture and arguments of physicians and 
' authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption aro 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, nnd it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
Thnt being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and tho 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked lo help us to 
build. Action, immcdiato action, is Im- 
perative, tr we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.
